THE SOLAR FLUX DROPPED FROM 285 IN LATE MAY TO 165 ON JUNE 7, 

THE LOWEST LEVEL SINCE JANUARY. MORE IMPORTANT IN THE PROPAGATION 
PICTURE WERE FAIRLY STRONG GEOMAGNETIC DISTURBANCES WHICH BROUGHT 
NEAR BLACK OUT OF HIGH LATITUDE PROPAGATION ON JUNE 1 AND 6, 
DISTURBANCES ARE EXPECTED TO CONTINUE, WITH VARYING INTENSITY, 
UNTIL ABOUT JUNE 12. BY THEN THE SOLAR FLUX WILL BE RISING AGAIN, 
AND GENERALLY GOOD EARLY SUMMER CONDITIONS SHOULD PREVAIL 

THROUGH ABOUT JUNE 20. THOUGH NOT PREDICTABLE IN A PRECISE
